Grayson, Keir Har- | 
die, Harry Marks and Arthur Ponsonby | 
all voted against the king’s visit to the 
czar of Fussia. King BPdward has 
retailiated by not inviting them to his» 
garden party, which is a marked : 
“snub.” Grayson is glad under the cir- | 
cumstances to be singled’ out for royal 
disfavor, as it compensates him for his 
failure to deliver his great speech pro-. 
testing against the king of England’s 
hobnobbing with the Russian autocrat, 
and enables him to express by social ; 
martyrdom his sympathy with what he | 
considers the downtrodden Russian pro- 
letariat. 

Getting into parliament is the end and 
aim of most ambitious Britishers; but 
Grayson—the recent successful candi- 
date from Colne Valley—looks upon his 
triumph rather dubfously. He says 
Parliament, as at present constituted, 
it literally the end of most aspirants 
to fame, in the sense that it is their 
“finish” for good work in the world. 
Grayson, by the way, is one of the 
youngest members of the house of com-

mons, being only twenty-seven, and yét, 
perhaps, he is the most picturesque per- 
Sonality in parliament. Hie has won 
his way into the house through. sheer 
force of individual popularity, and that 
among the poorest section of the peo- 
ple.

The old parties have 
exhausted thelr purpose and loet their 
moaning. The heart is dead, and they 
have fatty degeneration of the brain.

cleaner and more dignified labor, better 


houses, better workshops, juster remu- 
neration.

These remarks of Mr. Grayson are es- 
pecially interesting from the faet that 
he has sprung into prominence from 
the bottom rung of the ladder, and on 
the strength of his mere personality, 
entirely aside from all political organ- 
izations, as such. It is. generally sup- 
posed that getting into the British par- 
liament without money, or a strong 
political ‘‘pull” is imxpossible. Burt, 
just as in America everyone has a 
chance of being president; so, in Bng- 
land, everyone has a chance of getting 
into parliament, if he only knows how 
to’do the trick. 

Among Fallen Women, 


Grayson's entrance into the house of 
commons has been through the back 
door of the slum. He first began -his 
career as a worker among the fallen 
women of Manchester. When only !9 
years old he entered a seminary for 
theological studies and, on completing 
hig course of three years’ etudy, took 
up his residence in one of the worst 
slums of Manchester, in the famous— 
or rather, tnfamous—Ancvats district. 
Here the mill hands of Manchest¢r were 
wont to foregather and hold weekly or- 
gies. Young Grayson succeeded in mak- 
ing some impression on this life, but 
at length came to realize that one man, 
or a hundred men, working at such 
reforms could accomplish little unless 
padical changes were made in the whole 
social status of the people. It was just 
at thie period that he came across the 
works of the great American thinkers, 
Emerson, Thoreau and Whitman, and 
from reading those authors he was ‘‘con- 
verted” from his purely sectarian or 
theological attitude to look at the prob- 
lems of life from a larger aspect. 

Abandoning his theological work, he 
went as a teacher and lecturer among 
the miners of Colne Valley—one of the 
worst spots of Dngland—and having pre- 
viously spent several years of his life 
among the poor, he soon became a fa- 
worite among the péople with whom he 
is deeply in sympathy. The miners of 
Colne Valley last year put up Grayson 
as their candidate for parniament, and 
he managed to win the seat.

In the Native Kraals. 


We stopped now and@then to visit! 
fzome of the native villages, many of 
which are found not far from the 
roadway. They are fair types of the 
thousands which are scattered over this 
country. Let me describe one. It con- 
gists of a dozen or so huts, surrounded 
by a wall made of limbs of trees tied 
together and looking not unlike one 
of the stump fences of northern New 
York. Inside this wall there is an- 
other. shutting off a space in which | 
the sheep and goats are kept at night, | 
and outside the latter are the homes| 
of the people. These are circular mud! 
huts, with walls about 5 feet high, and 
thatched roofs which slope upward in 
the form of a cone. .Each hut has a 
door at the front, and this is the only 
way into the average home. Let us 
enter. The floor is plastered with 
cement made of native mud. It is as 
gemooth as a school boy’s slate, except 
at the center, where a hole as big as 
@ peck measure has been cut out for 
the fire. The cooking is all done over 
that hole, the clay pots resting upon 
the coals inside it. In a few huts iron 
kettles are used, but, as in the past, 
most of the cooking is done in rude 
jars of clay, made by the natives. In 
one hut that I entered I saw green 
corn boiling, and in another a half- 
naked women was roasting locusts, 
while her family squatted about and 
smacked their lips, awaiting the feast. 
Very few of the huts are more than 
ten feet in diameter, ang some are 
much less.

How Rhodes Lived. 

This farm was one of the favorite 
homes of the great white African king, 
and during my trip I had a chance t” 
see the palace which formed his hom> 
upon. it. The word palace Is ironical. 
Cecil J. Rhodes, although he was wortn 
nvillions, was more fond of the simple 
life than Wagner himself. One of his 
residences was the government house 
at Bulawayo, which had every comfort 
that money could buy, but his favorite 
home was a native hut. He had such 
a hut outside the government house, 
and often left the latter to sleep un- 
der the thatch. 

Out here on the farm he had three 
huts. and in these he spent weeks and 
months at a time. One hut was hia 
bedroom, and another his kitchen, and 
the third might be called his drawing 
or living room. They are al) still 
standing. His living room is Open on 
all sides, and consists of merely a 
thatched roof upheld by posts cover- 
ing a space about forty feet square. 
Its walls consist of screens of matting 
which may be rolled up and down to 
shut out the wind. When Cecil Rhodes 
was here they were usually up; and, 
as the huts stand upon a hill he had a 
magnificent view on all sides. He 
could look over the rich walley in one 
direction, andaway off atthe other see 
these mighty hills, among which he 
loved to wander and where he di- 
rected his resting place should be.

They rise up out of the 
African veldt in the shape of great 
masses Of granite ground smooth by 
the glaciers ofa million odd vears ago. 
The yare 60 mies long and from 19 
to 20 miles wide, and they wind their 
way in and out over the plain, looking 
as though they might have been 
thrown up by voleanoes. In some 
places they remind me of the Saxon 
Switzerland, amd in others of the 
“Garden of the Gods” on the edge of 
the Rockies in Colorado. Upon many 
of them are boulders piled one upon 
another. And such boulders! You will 
find nothing like them tn any Other 
part of the world. You have geen 
pebbles s0 worn by the waters that 
they are as round as martles and as 
smooth. Of these Matopos hills there 
ere boulders as big as a haystack 
lying on these granite rocks whizh 
are as smooth as the pebbles. The 
rocks upon which they lle are smooth. 
In places they made me think that 
they might be great weng on the bald 
head of old Mother Eearth, whihh {is 
here pushing itself toward the sky. 
A Great Glacial Garden. 


Indeed, the whole range is one mighty 
giacial garden. The hills, where I yis- 
ited them, are about eleven miles wide, 
and all are scarred and worn, with 
these mighty boulders lying here and 
there ution them. In some places the 
rocks are piled up Ike a fortification, 
being as eventy laid as though the gods 
had been the masons and had here 
worked at their trade. Some of the 
rocks are beautifully colored, and their 
tives change as the sun moves over 
them. Some contain caves and in these 
caves the natives of generations ago 
have painted pictures which are: now 
the rwonder of the archeologists. 

The -hills contain beastiful valieys. 
Cascades flow-down them and springs 
here and there gush forth reminding 
one of the lMwing water which. spouted 
when Moses srmrote the rock. 

Cecil Rhodes’ Tomb. 


We drove the automobile right into the 
hiis and wound our way among the 
poulders to the foot of the rocky mass 
which the great Africam hero chose as 
his hast resting place. It is more than 
@ mile in length, and it rises above the 
valley for hundreds of feet. Like all 
the hils, tt is composed of red granite 
and is ground ag emooth as a floor.

There is no date of birth or death nor 
any inscription mentioning the wonder- 
ful work that Rhodes did for South 
Africa and Great Britain. The very 
simplicity of the monument adds to its 
grandeur, amd the fact that it lies out 
nere in the open, in the wilds of the 
vast country which he has given to 
Uhe Ifnglish crown, seemed to me monu- 
ment enough. It was impressive, and 
as I looked at it I involumtarily took 
off my hat, for I seemed to be upom holy 
ground. 

Guarded by the Matabeles. 


Aa I climbed up the rocks and walked 
here and there about the grawe I wes 
followed by two Matabele boys.) They 
made no noise as they slipped in their 
bare feet around the mighty boulders 
which guard the tomb, and it wes only 
when I changed my course that I was 
able to see them. They were, I am 
told, two of the guarde which QOom 
Jaahn, the chief of whom I have writ- 
ten, keeps always here to guard Rhodes’ 
tomb. They are replaced by others from 
trom day to day, so that some are ever 
present. 

These guards say nothing to visitors, 
but any man who would dare to out his 
name upon the roeks or mutilate the 
place, would at once be reported ¢o the 
authorities at Bulawayo and punished. 
At firat Oom Jaahn furnished the boys 
free of charge as a tribute to the mem- 
ory of Rhodes, after a custom thad. the 
Matabeles have of guardimg their noted 
dead. After a while, however, the 
Rhodes estate recogmiszed their valve as 
a protection against iconoclasts, and 
since then a certain amount hee been 
regularly paid to the ebony watchers.

OF PRESIDENT CLEVELAND

Grover Cleveland’s Venezielan mes-

Many Americans thought so, fur the 
generation to which Cleveland belonged 
had been brought up in the tradition 
that England was the oppressor, a tra- 
dition not yet dead, in spite of the fair- 
mindedness of the best modern Ameri- 
can historians. The message sent by 
Cleveland to congress on this .ubject 
@nd the dispatches of Mr. Olney, tnen 
secretary of siate, seemed to many 
Englishmen to contain a_ challenge 
which which ought, on the ground of 
right and justice, to be taken up. The 
late marquis of Salisbury thought other- 
wise, and the matter was settled with- 
Out a quarrel, and happily settled, for, 
in the end, both Cleveland and ‘the ma- 
jority of his countrymen saw that they 
had misjudged Bngiand.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

“His second presidency does not com- 
pare quite favorably with his first. The ) 
fact which wil] stand out from it in 
the memory of Englishmen is the ex- 
traordinary message which he sent to 
congress on the question of Venezuela. 
This was the message in which he 
spoke as if a war between the United 
States and Bngland were almost going 
to break out, and as if nothing but an 
appeal to arms would extort from Eng- 
land a recognition of American claims. 
The matter in dispute was strongely dis- 
proportionate to language of such lofty 
and unprovoked menace—merely some 
portion of a not very important part of 
a not very important republic in 
southern America; and the feeling pro- 
duced in England was something like 
incredulity, followed by stupefaction. 
However, the country kept its head; so 
did Lord Salisbury, who was eminantly 
peaceful by temper and by training; and 
the end was the reference of this ques- 
tiom—mnot to battlefields, but to a peace- 
ful court of arbitrators seated in a 
quiet hall in Paria,”’ 

The Dally Neows, which was founded 
by Charlies Dickens, says: 

“It is not necessary to recali the cir- 
cumstances of the Venesztelan conflict; 
but the effect of that conflict was to es- 
tablish the Monroe doctrine as the bed- 
rock of American policy. The doctrine 
was at the back of the historic policy 
of the United States, but it had never 
been promulgated with such emphasis 
as Mr. Cleveland gave it. The fact that 
he was an anti-jingo gave his action 
imoreased force. The effect was his- 
toric and final. It left no doubt in 
the mind of the world that any ag- 
gressor on the American continent, 
north or south, had to reckon with the 
United States. The guardianship of the 
peace of the new world ts a high task, 
and Mr. Cleveland, in establishing it 
finadly, wrote his name indelibly in the 
history of his country.” 

Cc. Arthur Pearson’s papers, The 
Standard, BDvening Standard and Ex- 
press, are not so pleasant. 

‘The Venezuelan messege,” says The 
Standerd, ‘“wiewed from the perspective 
of history, appears a brutal and unnec- 
essary insult to a supposed friendly 
power, and yet historical truth compels 
the admission that the fault was not en- 
tirely on one side. It was long the mis- 
fortune of Anglo-American relations 
that British statesmen did not under- | 
stand the psychology of the American 
people, and too often treated the United ; 
States as if it was merely a second-rate : 
power, forgetting that the Americans 
ase a very proud and sensitive people; 
it was the misfortune of the Americans 
that they made a foothall of interna- 
tional politics ot be used for the advan- 
tage of domestic politics; and in their 
diplomacy the ‘shirt sleeve’ method ap- 
pealed to them; ft was proof to ail the 
world that they were too honest and 
too outspoken to resort to the subtle- 
ties of diplomatic finesse. What an- 
gered Mr. Cleveland and his secretary 
of state, Mr. Olney, was the apparent in- 
difference of the British government, 
the long interval that elapsed between 
the recefpt of an American note and its 
reply, the evident inclination to prolong 
the controversy. A IlIfttle more tact on 
both sides would have saved an em- 
barrassing situation.”

CHINESE WOMEN

| Shanghal, July 25—A painful sense- 
tion has been caused among the foreign 


| community by the exposure of the con- 
| ditions prevailing in a native ‘“‘charit- 
| able” institution, known as the Sinza 


Refuge. For some years past it has 
been the custom to send native women 
involved in domestic disputes to this 
refuge for detention, but attention was 
not attracted to what went on within its 
walls until a case came to light in 
which a woman had been [illegally !m- 
wrisoned there for upwards of seven 
years. The rwriter then paid a surprise 
visit to the refuge, in compamy with 
a member of the municipal police force. 
I found that no fewer than eighty- 
one women were locked up there, most 
of whom had no idea how tong they 
would remain, while some had entirely 
lost count of time, and were unable to 
say how long they had been detained. 
From statements made by the inmates, 
however. it was clear that some of the 
women had been imprisoned there for 
six years. They all described the food 
as disgraceful. 

In the lunatic quarters, which I hap- 
pened to enter by accident, 1 saw a sight 
I shall never forget. Two snral!l dark 
rooms fronted on a narrow courtyard, 
In the first room there were two ‘wooden 
cages. but so dense was the gloom that 
for some minutes I believed that they 
were empty. When my eyes got acous- 
tomed to the light, however, | saw that 
a woman was curled wp on the floor of 
each—their narrow limits did not per- 
mit the occupants to extend their limbs 
to the full. The second chamber con- 
tained four cages, but what attracted 
my attention immediately I entered was 
an object on the floor. There, chained 
round the neck like a dog, and abso- 
lutely destitute of clothing, was a Chi- 
nese woman. Her body was covered with 
dirth, and the chain, which was fast- 
ened to the bars of a cage behind, pre- 
vented her from lying or standing, or 
moving more than a few inches in either 
direction. Even these were not the 
most repulsive sights that 1 saw. The 
Sinza Refuge, in which I witnessed these 
indescribable horrors, is well within the 
boundaries of the foreign setthement, 
and not a hundred yards from tram- 
+ways, are lamps, and other marks of 
western civilization. how many 
years these horrors have gone ®n un- 
checked will probably mever be known, 
but it is quite certain that now the mis 
management of the mlace has been ex- 
posed. the foreign ratepayers will not

King E- 
ward and his most distinguished sub- 
jects received the prince with so much 
honor that he was made envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
#0 the court of St. James. Thanks to

In the sacred museum, too, is a magic 
mirror reputed to be 2,000 years old. 
It has a highly polished surfice in 
wrich there is not the slightest ind!- 
cation of a dent or any suggestion of 
lines. Yet the moment it is held in a 
lamp’s light or the sun’s rays, and the 
,refiection ig allowed to fall on a wall 
or screen, a perfect picture of Buddha 
is seen. The secret of such mirrors 
has been iost in the ages. Save this 
one, the few left are jealously guarded 
in Japan. A Buddha with Greek fea- 
tures in the museum is especially in- 
teresting to students. It is called the 


unique statue and was found in north- 


ern India. Its date is unknown. 


Some Warm Weather Salads. 


“One of the prettiest of the luncheon or 
supper salads is made by cutting the top from 
@ green pepper, removing the seeds with a 
knife or a stick-—-they burn the skin if touch- 
ed with the fingers—and filling the basket 
thus made with chicken or lobster salad.’’ 
says Christine Terhune Herrick in the August 
Woman's Home Companion. ‘‘Bach pepper 
may be placed on a lettuce leaf and crowyed 
with a spoonful of mayonnaise. Another salad 
is prepared by hollowing a tomato and filling 
it with dice of cucumber, or peeling a cucum- 
ber, cutting it in half lengthwiee, scooping 
out the inside, and replacing this with dice 
of tomatoes. Serve either tomato or cucum- 
ber on a lettuce leaf, and garnish with cu- 
cumber ribbons. These are made by shaving 
the peel from the outside of a cucumber and 
then slicing this.

Interviews with theatrical managers 
usually develop into more or less of 
an advertisement for the manager, but 
a London Express man has got from 
George Alexander some comments on 
the relations of managers and the pub- 
lic that are so sane and sound as to be 
worth reprinting, for they apply as 
well to America as to England, and 
Alexander is one of the Most astute 
business men to be found anywhere in 
the theatrical world. 

“T am no believer,” he said, “in 
theatrical ‘booms’ and ‘slumps.’ The 
past season has been vilified as some- 
thing unusually demoralizing. The 
public, we are told, is staying away 
from the theaters. This is not my ex- 
perience. The pieces the public wished 
to see have all done exceedingly well. 
If authors and managers do not pro- 
vide such pieces, the public is not to 
blame. There is no habit to go to 
the play in one year and to avoid it in 
another. It all depends on the plays. 

“Bach theater is individual to itself. 
A manager is like the director of an 
orchestra. He gives sometimes one 
tune and sometimes another. 
manager is not alwys ignorant whén 
he does not play the tune to which the 
bank balance dances. He may be do- 
ing his best work even then. I know 
that when the St. James’ theater is not 
crowded it is because there is some- 
thing in the plece which does not at- 
tract the larger public.

Fortunately. for mankind, science is 
proving equal to the occasion: The dally 
loaf, endangered by the. arts of buei- 
ness, {s to be presetved for us by the 
acts of the laboratory. ' 

Nitrie Acid From Gas Works Waste. 


Several scientific processes clatm our 
attention itn this connection. First let 
us note that Professor Ostwald and 
Dr. Brauer, two of the brilliant chem- 
ists whom Germany produces se pro- 
Hfically, have. made it possible to pro- 
duce mitric acia4 from the ammoniacail 
liquor. of gas and coke works. It Is 
impossible here to detail the techincal 


process, but it consists esserftially 2 | 


the decomposition “of ammonia vapor 
by platinum. It is a beautiful-~ method, } 
which depends upon the exposure of 
ammonia to the platinum for one five- 
hundredth part of a second of time. 
If the exrosure were longer than this 
unfixed nitrogen would be created, 
and, of course, iost. The ammonia va- 
por has to pass like a gale of wind, 
so that decomposition goes far enough 
to produce nitric acid ang not free 
nitrigen. The area of the decomposer 
used is but that of a teacup, but it 
produees 200 pounds of nitric acid in 
a day. The production of nitric acid 
from ammonia has been known as a 
class-room experiment for sixty years, 
but the Ostwald-Brauer process is 
economical, and gives cheap nitric 
acid. 
Quartern Loaves From Ajir. 


Not thus alone is the scientist provy- 
ing himself master of the situation. 
Even more fascinating ‘are the meth- 
ods employed for utilizing the nitro- 
gen of the air. 

Air is a mechanical mixture of oxy- 
cen and nitrogen, twenty-three pounds 
of the former and seventy-seven 
pounds «ff the latter, making one hun- 
dred pounds of air. We have, then, but 
to manure the soil with air and the 
thing is done. The farmer can do it 
quite easily—after the scientist has 
shown him the way. Before the scien- 
tist finds out the way, however, your 
“practical man” will make certain 
caustic refereinces to “dreamers,” 
“faddists” and “cranks” if you talk of 
turning air into quartern loaves. 

In Norway, at this moment, with the 
aid of French and German capital, the 
power of great waterfalls is being 
used at prices low enough for com- 
merce. 

In passing it may be observed that 
the Norwegian government is becom- 
ing alarmed, and not a bit too soon, at 
the utilization of its water power or 
‘white coal” by foreign capital. In the 
time to come those who possess wat2r 
ower will be more fortunate than 
those who once possessed coal. 

The process used in Norway Is that 
of Birkland and Eydeé, which employs 
the electric furnace. The air is led 
into the furnace and submitted to an 
electric disc flame with a diameter of 
about 70 inches. Sweeping this ter- 
riffic flame on both sides, the air is 
momentarily heated to a point at 
which the nitrogen is oxidised. im- 
mediately the gas coming from ‘the fur- 
mace is cooled down to avoid loss of 
nitrogen, and led over limestone sprin- 
kled with. water, with the result that

HARLES DILKE TALKS 
OF ENGLISH NAVAL SCANDALS 


Special Cable. 


London, July 25.—Sir Charlies Diike, 
recognized as BDngland’s foremost at- 
thority in naval and military affairs, 
was interviewed today at the house of 
commons by your correspondent ‘with 
reference to the scandals in the British 
nawy among high officials. 

“Ag the newy ia our first line of de- 
fenee,” said Sir Charlies, “anything af- 
fecting that institution must be regarded 
as vital to the welfare of Eingland; and 
I must admit that the dissensions In the 
higher naval circles are very grave. Un- 
fortunately, they have been going on for 
a long time There is no possibility of 
denying them, or minimizing their seri- 
ousneas. 

“The reorganization of the anmy in 
Dngland has been engaging the public 
attention recently, and too Mtthe has 
been satd about the navy... Army offi- 
clals are occupying an undue amount of 
public attention. The army, in my opin- 
ion. need not to %e troubled about. it 
makes little difference to Engjend what 
sort of a teme atmy she has. Of 
course, we want @ good expeditionary 
force for over-sea work; a thoroughiy 
mobite forces, that can be put aboard the 
traneports at a moment's notice, but 
no thought. need be given to her home 
army. It is mot at al] necessary, in fact, 
The money thet is expended on a home 
foteé should all go toward building up 
the navy. Wvery penny spent on a home 
army is simply diverting funds away

I am not at 
liberty, however, to discuss this matter 
Just at the present moment.” 

While Sir Charies Dilke 
commit himself to further culers, 
another expert in naval affai whom 
the writer interviewed was more ort- 
aponken. His name camnot be used, but 
the duke of Connaught recently referred 
to him as “the best authority on mili- 
tary history that we have.” 

“I agree,” he said, ‘with ‘Fighting 
Bob’ Hvans, of the United States, when 
he sad. that what we want for our 
service is real men, @nd not party 
politicians. The whole trouble with 
EXngland’s sea palky today is that a 
lot of vote-catching politiciang have 
got in mstead of the experts who 
should be at the head of such affairs. 
The cabinet is made up of a lot of 
lawyers who know nothing about na- 
val and military matters, and whoa 
one Object ig to reman in office as 
long as they can, amd spend as little 
money as possible. 

“I attribute the present state of af- 
fairs in the navy to Admira) Fisher, 
and the great influence he has with 
the king. He has ruined the army 
bh his inefficiency, and he is ruin- 
ning the navy. The trouble seems to 
bé that Fisher is so much in favor 
with the king that no One likes [0 
criticize him openly out of a feeling 


would not 


of loyalty. Admral Fisher, it will bs 
remembered, was one of the three of- 
ficials responsible for England's mili- 
tary and naval efficiency in 1904. The 
Other two members neéd not be men- 
tioned, as they were n@ther military 
nor naval experts. Lord Fisher—one 
of them—is also a great personal 
friend of the king.” 

“What has Admiral Fisher Gane to 
weaken the British navy,” was asked. 

“He is guilty of so many errors," was 
the reply, “that it is hard to tell where 
to begin. It is due to Fisher that the 
following things have taken place: The 
dismantling of many necessary naval 
stations; the withdrawal of naval forces 
from large areas of the ocean, such as 
the Pacific, for instance, which Dngland 
has joet entirely; the reduction of work- 
men and dockyards; the reduction of the 
personnel of the navy; he has: aleo in- 
augurated a short service on the fleet 
with no reserve, such as ig provided in 
Fvance and Germany. 

“Those are only a few things, which 
you will at onoe recognize of great im- 
portance. Then, I nyust also mention 
the decline of the torpedo fleet rela- 
tively to that of Germany. The admi- 
ralty board—under Fisher—hae certialy 
weakened the British navy to an almost 
irreparable extent, and it is difficult to 
gee how the position ie to be retrieved. 

“Our gresent eystem of providing sea- 
men for our navy is the worat possibile 
one. There should be some form ot 
compulsory naval training—I won't use 
the word conscription. Bnglanda’s navy 
has always been greatest at a time when 
naval service was obligatory. In the 
early days, of course, we had our ‘press 
gangs,’ but, while not advocating that 
system, something should be done to 
bring up the etandard of the service. 

“All these matters of criticism are 
quite apart from the dissens which 
have arisen in the higher circles of the. 
navy, but here again you meet with 
jealousy, and a gort of inner ring rule— 


secret condemnations, and all that— 
quite extraordinary for the ~ Britiz,* 


navy, which is supposed to be abeve 
such matters. 

“When the anmy was reorganised, 
the new army council, with Fisher at the 
head, deliberately kicked out all the best 
men, and the system is being applied 
to naval affaira. it ie hard to see where 
the matter whl end. 

“I shall add, im conchusion, that Eng- 
land is now facing ome of the greates® 
— and military crises in her his- 

ory.’

Mr. Hearst, according to advices re- 
ceived at the party headquarters last 
night, was due to arrfve in New York 
from Europe today, and may be expect- 
ed in Chicago on the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited tomorrow morning.

The injunction was secured at Mount 
Alry, where Judg, Speer is spending 
the summer, and was based upon the 
epplication of the merchants of Macon, 
Cordele, Albany, ‘Valdosta, Dublin, 
Montezuma and other cities, and was 
Ctrected against the Atlanta Coast 
Tine. Louisville and Nashville, the 
Nashville. Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
the Southern and the Cincinnat!, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific ratiroad. 
The proposed increase fs a horzonta! 
ene, covering grain, meat and kindred 


‘shipments from the west, and practical- 


ly restored freight rates to the bass 
from which they were lowered in 1905. 
It is alleged the proposed increase 
would cost Georgia merchants from 
$£00,000 to $750,000 per annum. 

The petition for injunction was filed 
by W. A. Wimbish, of Wimbish, Wat- 
king & Pillis, of Atlanta, and Alexan- 
der Akerman, of Macon. 

Commission Would Act. 


At a conference in th, afternoon be- 
tween Chairman S. G. McLendon. of the 
railroad commission .of Georgia, and 
Judge J. K. Hines, counsel to the com- 
mission, Chairman McLendon asked 
Jvdge Hines to investigate and report 
to the commission whether the com- 
mission could file an intervention in 
the complaint against the railroads of 
the west seeking to raise th, rates, in 
conjunction with the complainants, 
who, during the day secured an injunc- 
tion restraining the increase from 
Judge Emory Speer, of the United 
States court. 

In the event Judge Hines declares 
that this can be done, the railroad 
commission will join hands with the 
complainants in an efndeavor to pre- 
yent this increase. 

In the meanwhile, the commis- 
sion has notified counsel for the com- 
plainant that it stands ready to aid 
in this fight to every extent within the 
power of the commission.

That there will be a fight made on the 
Holder substitute, favorably reported to 
the house on Friday, no one doubts.

The skids are all greased with par- 
liamentary procedure, and a slight push 
will send it shooting Into the senate, 
adopted by the house, and ready to be 
acted upon by that body.

(Alton, IIl., Cor. New York Times.) 

After many years of work John Norm 
cross, a farmer living 8 miles north of 
has succeeded in producing 8 
he can 
influence weather conditions. He has 
interested St. Louis capitalists, and as 
soon as patent papers can be secured 
incorporate a weather syndi- 
cate under the laws of Missouri, with 
a nominai capital of $100,000. During 
recent experiments Norcross succeeded 
in producing just the kind of weather 
in a field adjoining his farm 

The machine is similar to a wireless 
telegraph outfit. An electrical current 
of enormous potentiality is produced 
by means of a set of accumulators ana 
a gigantic induction cou. This current 
is projected into tne atmosphere from 
a screen of wires at the top of a mast 
some 150 feet high. Norcross says 
that all storms are of electrical] origin, 
and so are susceptible of electrical 
control. In discussing the far-reach- 
ing effects of this invention Norcross 
said tonight: 

“It means a commercial revolution, 
The millions of dollars’ damage doné 
orops every year by storms and rain 
will be absolutely done away with. The 
loss of vessels on the high Seas will 
be a thing of the past. The only trou- 
ble will be for each community to de- 
termine exactly what kind of weather 
it desires. There is bound, naturally, 
to be a great difference of opinion. I 
think the best way to settle it would De 
by a majority Vote at the. polls. Thus 
we will have candidates running on 
and advocating a wet or dry platform, 
with no reference whatéver to local 
option.

MRS. MARY H. WASHINGTON 
THE FIRST REAL DAUGHTER 


er of the district of St. Louis, and in 
September, 1804, he began his journey 
to St. Louis, with his famliy and about 
200 slaves. 

Several months were occupied in the 
journey. His daughter, Mary, was born 
in St. Louis, May 12, i8i6. fhen she 
was eight years of age Colonel Ham- 
mond, yielding to the solicitations of 
his family, moved to the family estate 
mear Augusta, Ga., in Edgefield dis- 
i trict, South Carolina, where his father 
; had settled during the revolutionary 
war. She had a good recollection of 
many events of their life in the west, 
and remembered their stay at the home 
of the noted Indian chief. John Ross, 
when they passed through the Chero- 
Kee country. 

An interesting illustrated article 
about Governor Hammond and his 
daughter appeared in The St. Louis Re- 

ublic, shortly before the Louisiana 

urchase exposition, which told of the 

regard in which he was heid in Mis- 
souri, his ability, large wealth, true 
Virginia hospitality, polished manners, 
and attractive personality. 

When Mrs. Washington was 9 years 
old he was selected as one of a com- 
mittee to receive General Lafayette on 
ais visit to Augusta, and she met tne 
distinguished visitor. 


Girlhood Spent in Augusta. 


Much of her girlhood was spent in 
Augusta, where she was attending 
school. In 1831 Governor Hammond 
was elected secretary of state. and she 
presided over his home in Columbia. 
In 1835 she married James H. R. Wash- 
ington, a prominent planter and banker 
a man of strong intellect, who held 
various offices of trust and honor. The 
first years of their married life were 
spent at Milledgeville, Ga. From 1844 
their home was in Macon. Her father 
died in 1842, aged eighty-five years. 
This was Mre. Washington's age at her 
death, November 2, !901. 

Mrs. Washington's life throughout was 
active and useful, her interests were 
varied and manifold. In i8S!1, at the 
State fair, she received a silver cup for 
the finest display of flowers. and at 
the fair of 187! she was awarded a gold 
medal for the finest display of needle- 
work and embroidery. She was 4 
leager socially and intellectually. At 


To a Georgia woman, Mrs. Mary Ham. | 
mond Washington, belonged the honor 
of being the first daughter of a revolu- 
tionary soldier enrolled as a member of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, 

She was the first member enrolled 
from Georgia, and, it is said, the first 
One residing in the south at the time 
of becoming a member. Her forma! 
application for membership was dated 
December 5, 1890, and she was admit- 
ted January 1{5, !89!. Her number on 
the roll of the national society is 81. 
The next member enrolled from Geor- 
gia was Mrs. Louise Toombs DuBose, 
No. 207. 

Then came‘Mrs. Martha Berrien Dun- 
can, who, with Miss Junia McKinley 
and others, founded the Atlanta chap.- 
ter, which is said to be, if not the 
oldest, one of the three oldest chapters 
in the United States, that chapter and 
the other two—the New /York City 
chapter and the Chicago chapteér—being 
organized on the same day (April 16, 
1891.) 

The next real daughters enrolled after 
Mrs. Washington were Mrs. Phebe 
Drake Cleveland and Mrs. Este'le E. 
Doremus, of New York (numbers 346 
and 374), admitted in Apri!. 1891. 

Mrs, Washington founded the Macon 
chapter. She was commissioned as re- 
Bent September 15, !89!, and was its 
regent until her death—a period of more 
than ten years. After her death itg 
name was changed to Mary Hammond 
Washington chapter. When she became 
a member she was in her éeventy-fifth 
year, but notwithstanding her advanced 
age, she was always active in the work 
of the society, and traveled to Washing- 
ton City to take part in its councils. 
She was elected honorary state regent 
of Georgia for life by the congress of 
1899. 

The distinguished placé which Mrs. 
Washington held among the Daughters 
of the American Revolution was not

ASSAULT MADE 
ON YOUNG GIRL 


Thought That Mob Violence 
May Be Averted---Negro 
Makes Confession. 


Lyons, Ga... July 25.—(Special.)—Miss 
Clara Bowen, i6 years old, was yes- 
terday afternoon assaulted by a negro, 
who gives his name as Alonzo Wil- 
liams, near Ohoopee, in this county. 
The negro was last night arrested by 
Sheriff Scarboro, and brought to Lyons 
and placed in jail.

FOR STEALING $50.000 


fegro Is Arrested by United States 
Secret Service Men. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 25.—Charles 
Savage, a negro. was arrested here to- 
day by postoffice authorities charged 
with stealing a mail pouch in the 
Kansas City union station on June 6, 
last, containing $50,000 being sent from 
Los Angeles to a New York city bank. 
The inspectors assert that they have 
positive evidence against Savage, and 
declare their belief that he has buried 
the money, intending to recover it 
after his release from the prison. 

Savage was taken into custody a few 
hours after he returned to the city. 
He had since the robbery visited sev- 
eral western cities, including Denver. 
In his pocket the inspectors found a 
clipping from a Denver newspaper giv- 
ing calculations of a robber who had 
stolen a large sum of money ang buried 
it. The man had been sent to the peh- 
iténtiary for a number of years, and 
in the story he tigured it out that by 
serving a certain number of years he 
would upon his release have earned 
$60,000 a year. On this the inspectors 
base their belief that Savage has con- 
cealed the stolen money, hoping to re- 
gain it when finaily he is given his 
freedom. 


Wilkes Shows Big Increase. 


Washington, Ga.. July 25:—(Special.)—The 
figures which have just been compiled by 
Tax Receiver Harris indicate that Wilkes 
county is able to show an increase of ap- 
proximately a quarter of a million dollare— 
$228,840, to be exact—in taxable values. Con-

BIGGEST SNAKE ON RECORD 
BROUGHT TO UNITED STATES 


New York, July 25.—With the larg- 
est snake ever brought to the United 
States, the Hudson, one of the Anglo- 
American Oi] Cbmpany’s steamdhips, 
anchored off Stapfleton yesterday aft- 
ernoon, from the far east. His snake- 
ship, taken on at Singapore, by Cap- 
tain Cc. B. Penton, commander of the 
Hudson, is 30 feet 3 inches long, and 
weighs 312 pounds. 

Besides the big snake, there are 
twenty-five monkeys, a porcupine, a 
cassowary, a pair of Japanese s!ik- 


feathered fowls, three Japanese span- 
fels, and numerous smal] birds, There 
were fifty-five monkeys when the vés- 
sel left Singapore on May 2!, but many 
of them died. A dozen mina birds also 
died.

In a discussion before the Columbus tax conference, held at Columbus, 
Ohio, last November, ex-Governor N. J. Bachelder, of New Hampshire, mas- 
ter of the National Grange, stated succinctly the purposes of the new move 
ment. It seeks to exempt from taxation the following property: 


first.—All growing crops and all crops for a short period after harvesting. 
second.—-All animals raised for food purposes under a certain age. 
‘Third.—-AU farm work animals. 


Continuing, he shows that in some states all farm utensils are exempt, 
while in others the exemption is limited to amounts of from $25 to $400. Ala- 
bama places the limit at $25. He argues that all farm animals used in mak- 
ing a crop should be declared tools and included in the exemption apply- 
ing to tools. 

It is pointed out that taxation of farm products tends to increase their 
price to the consumer, and thus a hardship is worked upon the masses. 

in the law enacted by Tennessee, growing crops are exempt, and also the 
| direct products of the soil in the hands of the producer and his immediate 
|vendee. Kentucky exempts crops grown in the year the assessment is made 
|and in the hands of the producer. Alabama exempts cotton and other crops 
frown the preceding year. Mississippi grants exemption to farm products 


and implements and certain live stock. Altogether sixteen states encourage 


agriculture by exempting the growing things—crops. 

The Farmers’ Union believes a similar law should be enacted in Georgia. 
it assumes a position in line with the theory of taxation that holds that 
“taxes should be levied so as to yield the greatest amount of revenue with 
the least possible injury to productive industry.” 

The proposal is an interesting one. Whether such exemption can be 
,8ranted without conflicting with the state constitution remains to be seen, 
but the importance of the subject is such as to warrant careful investigation.

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A VALUABLE LESSON FROM BRAZIL. 

The Brazilian government has pointed the way by which, by cooperative 
effort, the producers of cotton and other products of the soll in this country 
may rid themselves, if they will, of the incubus of the speculative gambler. 

And not only has Brazil furnished the theoretical method, but that gov- 
ernment has given practical demonstration of the effectiveness of it. 

When. in the season of 1906-07, the Brazilian coffee producers made a 
bumper crop of 20,000,000 bags, not only were they threatened with possible 
bankruptcy, but the finances of the government itself were imperilled. 

it was a case of necessity and the government had to act. This it did 
not hesitate to do, and the result has been the creation of so complete a 
“eorner” in coffee that the insignificant fluctuations in price have robbed 
the speculation game the world over of all its possibilities and attractions. 

Daily sales on the New York Coffee Exchange have fallen from 30,000 


bags a year ago, to 7,000 to 10,000, and the bulk of that is for actual 


delivery. 

The coffee gambler has shut up shop and turned to other fields, because 
the Brazilian government, with 8,000,000 bags in its warehouses at home 
and abroad, holds the key to the situation and maintains the market stable. 

Brazil has simply bought up the surplus product on a margin of prac- 
tically half its value, for which purpose it has created a loan of $45,000,000 
—a step which proved the only possible salvation of that country’s coffee 
producers, when with that bumper crop ruin stared them in the face. 

A year ago daily fluctuations on the New York exchange were as much 
as 21-2 cents a pound. That institution has known prices all the way from 
31-2 to 21 cents. Today Coffee rules steady at 6 cents and 3-4 of a cent js 
an unusual fluctuation. 

When the demand for coffee runs up the price, Brazil promptly opens 
when the market is well supplied, she 


her warehouses; and, conversely, 


‘refuses to sell. 

The speculator and the gambler may denounce it as rank socialism and 
interference with private business, but that only tightens the Brazilian locks 
upon her storehouses. And, notably, the governmental power has not been 
abused; protection of producer has not involved oppression of consumer, and 
a fair, equitable and remunerative price prevails. 

Just as coffee is the most important and abundant product of Brazil, so 
is cotton of the southern states. 

The cotton producer cannot, perhaps, look to the federal government for 
such assistance as Brazil has given the growers of coffee, but he can do 
for himself what that government has done for its greatest producing class. 

Put the surplus cotton crop in warehouses and keep it there until the 
world has need for it at a price which will be fair alike to consumer and 
producer. Give absolute control of it to a central organization, which shall 
Stand between producer and consumer, and whose duty it shall be to hold 
or place it as the world’s needs indicate. 

It is the surplus crop that is the weapon of the cotton gambler; take 
it away and his power is broken as completely as was that of Samson when 
Velilah sheared his head. 

It is a plan upon which, in theory, the Farmers’ Union bases its chief 
hope. It is in the execution that will lie success, 

The producer of cotton from the Potomac to the Rio Grande should get 
squarely back of it. 

it means not only the end of the cotton gamblers’ disastrous regime; it 
means the permanent establishment of stable, fair and living prices for the 
producer of every single bale.

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MAYOR REYBURN AND THE CARTOONISTS. 


The quips and arrows of the cartoonists of The Philadelphia North 
American have so incensed his excellency, John E. Reyburn, mayor of Phil- 
adelphia, that he has sought protection in the courts. 

The particular offense of which Mayor Reyburn charges the Philadelphia 


newspaper is that he has been cartooned as a fool. Not your merry jester 
Kind of a fool, but a heavy, fatuous, blundering fool. The barbs have struck 
so deep that the mayor has sued paper on a charge of criminal libel. Four 
editors of the paper and three cartoonists have been haled before the magis- 
trate. 

Pending the trial, The North American has collected the various of- 
fensive cartoons and the divers editorial references to the mayor, and re- 
published. them, so that the whole record might be before the public. 

Kither the Philadelphia cartoonists are more severe, or Pennsylvania 
public men are more thin-skinned or more vulnerable than those in other 
parts of the country. 

Only a few years ago Governor Pennypacker, who built the Pennsylvania 
state house, was seeking by legal statutes to muzzle the cartoonists. He was 
unsuccessful. Learning nothing from the experience of others, Mayor Rey- 
burn has rushed in where angels might fear to tread. 

The mayor explains that he is not attacking the liberty of the press, but 
seeking to correct abuses of the privilege of public criticism. 

Other public men have been cartooned as mercilessly as has Mayor Ray- 
burn and made no outcry. Every man who comes into the spot light of pub- 
licity for even a brief space, is the object of the cartoonist’s battery. The 
success of the latter’s work depeius upon the fidelity with which they have 
caught and revealed under whatever guise, some particular failing, eccen- 
tricity or peculiarity. 

President Roosevelt, Mr. Bryan, the biggest men of the country, have. 
been subjected to the grilling process peculiar to the cartoonist craft. To 
show anger is fatal. 

However hard it may have been, the mayor of Philadelphia should have 
Jaughed and tried to forget, To pes: back is evidence that the barbs have

DEPARTURE OF JOE TOLBERT. 


Statement in Regard to Matter Is- 
sued by Ninety-Six Citizens. 


Columbia, 8S. C., July 28.—(Special.) 
At a meeting of the citizens of Nine- 
ty-Six, held Thursday, a committee 
was appointed to issue a ‘statement in 
correction of the newspaper accounts 
of the enforced departure from the 
town of Joe Tolbert. 

This committee states that Tolbert 
did not leave Ninety-Six coatless, but 
had on a coat when he left town and 
was wearing it when he got off the 
train in Columbia. It also says that 
so far as the committeé could discov- 
er, none of Tolbert’s friends accom- 
panied him to Columbia. One mem- 
ber of this committee went to Colum- 
bia, or was there the next day on 
business, but his trip was not on Tol- 
bert’s account. 

Another eroneous’ statement, the 
committee says, ig that the people of 
Ninety-Six made a display of guns 
and pistols on the occasion.

What does America, or any other na-|

These games may all 
have their points of merit, but they are 
mot international in their character; 
hence it cannot be fair to count them in 
when computing the total number of 
wins for each country to determine the 
“international champions.” When the 
Olympic games were held in America 
‘in 1903 it never occurred to our com- 
mittee to add a baseball game to the 
program, Or an American college foot- 
ball game, or basket-ball, or kite-fiying, 
or yachting, or top-spinning, eto, etc., 
although we are quite proficient in these 
things and would doubtless have won 
firsts in all—if for no other reason than 
that we would have had the sole entr.es 
in them.. But it would mot have been 
a “square deal’ and there’s the whole 
of it in a nutshell. No foreign country 
can afford—in the next Mlace—to send 
special athletes for every branch of sport 
under the sun, even if it has plenty of 
them, to a land anywhere from three to 
five thousand miles away. And for that 
reason also it’s unfair to include a lot of 
events for which they well know we 
cannot afford to send entries. It’s do- 
ing “a few’ to send 146 athletes the 
distance we have, but it's showing 
deucedly poor appreciation o€ the fact 
to inform them ‘when they land that if 
they expect to have a look-in in the mat- 
ter of “championship” they would do 
well to brush up a bit on tiddle-de- winks, 
mumbile-the-peg ard pussy-wants-a- 
corner.

We sent a team over there to win the 
track and field championships of the 
world; and that, it’s my opinion, we'll 
still do. We never expect at Olympic 
games to be contenders for first bonors 
in euchre or checkers, so let them pass. 
They may euchre us out of many addi- 
tional points we had expected to score 
in the shape of seconds and thirds, 
which we have always been able to 
count up in previous systems of scoring, 
but we'll win what we went over to 
win even if firsts only are counted. 
Two of the events that we had most 
doubt about—the half-mile and the mile 
—Melvin Sheppard has already won for 
us, while in most of the sprints, hurldes, 
pole vault, high and broad jumps, ham- 
mer and shot and even in discus throw- 
ing they are not entitled to stand in the 
Same seven-foot ring or on the same 
scratch line with the American team. 
We will likely lose in the 5-mile run 
and the Marathon race, but these re- 
verses will not be sufficient to offset 
our victories. 

In the end Johnny Bull may have what 
satisfaction he can get out of knowing 
that he has won a championship spelled 
out with biind-man’s buff and a number 
of kindred excitements, but I venture to 
remark he’ll have more or less. difficulty 
in forgetting that Uncle Sam ran away 
with about all the really athletic events 
that the world-at-large knows and recog- 
nizes.

Are Cracked

BURGLARS TOOLS 


Although Policemen Passed Build- 
ing at Frequent Intervals, 
the Explosions Were Not 
Heard—No Clew to 
the Robbers. 


New York, July 285.—Cracksmen ay-| 


namited two safes in the establishment 
of Thomas J. Dunn Company, manu- 
facturing jewelers, early today and 
escaped with more than $10,000 in loot, 
The robbery took place in the heart of 
the business district, and wag one of 
the most daring and expert the po- 
lice have had to deal with in a long 
time. 

Policemen passed the building at 
brief intervals during the early morne 
ing. but none of them heard the ex- 
plosions. A watchman discovered the 
robbery when he opened the offices. 

Both doors of the hugh three-ton 
safes stood wide open, twisted and 
powder-marked. On the floor lay a4 
30-foot rope ladder and a _ burglar’s 
tool kit with a brace and bit in it. An 
unlocked scuttle showed that the rob- 
bers entered the building from the 
roof. They apparently ¢arried the rope 
ladder in case they had to scale any 
walls. Office coats, rugs, door mats, 
bags of jewelers’ sawdust and dust 
cloths were used to muffle the noise 
of the explosions, and not a piece of 
office furniture was powder-marked, 

A handbag, such as is used by jew- 
elry salesmen, is missing, and it is 
believed the cracksmen carried their 
loot away in it. Gold and silver mount- 
ings, unset stones ang cash Were taken, 
The weight of the loot must have been 
close to seventy-five pounds. The po- 
lice are at a standstill in the case.

Journalistic Revenges. 


The curious boycott of the press in the Ber- 
lin parliament had a precedent in the mother 
of parliaments, the British house of commons. 
A writer in Harper's Weekly recalis that the 
person involved was no less a celebrity than 
the late Daniel O'Connell. He condemned the 
inaccuracy of the parliamentary reports, but 
he forgot to make allowance for acoustic dif- 
ficulties and the buzz of intervening conver- 
sation. He ,charged the reporters with the 
malicious suppression of his speeches,-and the 
gallery then refused to report him at all.

Remarkable Haul Revealed, Fol- 
lowing Arrest of Two Men 


TRIED HARD TO GET AWAY 


D. R. Buchanan and Chas. Hamilton 
Arrested in Chattanooga—Offi- 
ecrs Believe They Secured 
$500 Merchandise in a 
Burglary in Atlanta 
on Last Sunday. 


Charged with burglarizing the store of 
Bisemen Bros., at 17 Whitehall] street 
in the early morning hours lest Sun- 
day, D. R. Buchanan end Charlies Ham- 
ilton, two young white men, were lodg- 
ed at the station house yesterday morn- 
ing, after having been brought to the 
city from Chattanooga, where they 
were arrested, 

The burglary was a most remarkable 
one. The men who made the haul got 
at least $500 worth of fine goods from 
the Eiseman store, and in an unheard- 
of manner. They went*up the fire @5- 
cape of The Journal building by means 
of a ladder, scaled the fire escape four 
stories to a narrow ledge at the top, 
and crossed over to the top of an ad- 
joining building. They then went down 
another fire escape, placed a plank 
across the gap and gained the Eiseman 
building. It was then easy work to 
gain an entrance through a window. 

After securing the goods, the pair 
made a near cut by letting themselves 
down a perilous distance to a fire e5- 
cape, and from thence to the ground. 
A couple of bolts of the Eiseman cloth 
was used as a rope, several Knots be- 
ing tied in it to prevent slips.. 

Detective Starnes tells an interesting 
story of Hamilton's attempts to escape, 
both while in the Chattanooga jail and 
on the return trip Thursday night, 
before the arrival of the officer, Ham- 
{iton, who is a plumber and tinner by 
trade, ig said to have taken his tin 
drinking cup and made a saw out of it, 
sawing two bars asunder, and fixing it 
so he could have escaped with another 
night's work.

Witness said he is 26 years old, and 
had been working for Dr. Hamby for 
six or eight years. At that time Hamby 
was in charge of the convict camp at 
Fargo, which was operated by G. § 
Baxter & Co. Witness first knew 
Toomer as attorney for Baxter & Ca 
At thig time Hamby was general mana- 
Ser of the camp. 

On April 7, 1004, Hamby and Toomer 
received 600 convicts from the state 
At the time they had no establisnea 
business. ®hortly after the men were 
received, they were sublet to other con- 
tractors. Witness did not know what 
profit’ the firm received on this trans- 
action, or, In indeed, on any other trade 
in convicts made by Hamby.

London, Ju®y 25.—The que 
ultimate ownership of unclaimed bank 
balances was raised in parilament a 
few weeks ago, and the chancellor of 
the exchequer answered that he did 
not believe the total amount exceeded 
$3.000,000. 

Other estimates set the total at ten 
times that sum, but it seems very un- 
likely that the facts will ever be 
known. 

If however, the government did seize 
upon these moneys, it would only be 
following on its own precedent. rhe 
total amount of the dormant funds in 
chancery is very large Out of 250,000 
government stockholders unclaimed 
funds are credited to some 11,000 ac- 
counts: while, to take one compara- 
tively small item alone, Chelsea Hos- 
pital has benefited to the extent of 
nearly ten millfon dollars by unclaimed 
prize money. 

The treasury also benefits largely by 
unclaimed estates. The amount gained 
in this way varies between $60,000 and 
$100.000 a year. only a small part of 
which is ever reclaimed and refunded. 

Still. there are occasions when chan- 
cery is compelled to disgorge. No 
longer ago than May last it was an- 
- nounced from Jersey that a private sol- 
A@ier had been fortunate enough 
prove his claim to something 
$2,500,000. 

Rut if some are tucky enough to get 
their money. the great majority who 
have, or fancy they have, claims 
against the British government, waste 
their whole lives in a vain effort after 
rainbow gold.

The money, he alleged, had been in 
ehancery for sixty-five years, and a 
large number of his relatives had sub- 
gcribed the necessary funds to send Mr. 
Corey across.

His 
proofs were insufficient! Britain still 
owes that $200,000,000. 

Then came the great Crowell claim. 
The Crowells—there were six of them

Precedent for all future governors to 
go by will be established by the house 
genera] judiciary committee Monday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, when, as a spe- 
cial order, the message of the governor 
giving his reasons for the dismissal of 
Hon. Joseph M. Brown, governor-elect, 
from the office of railroad commission- 
er, will be taken up. 

What the committee, the largest and 
brainiest in the house, will do on this 
question is as diffuclt of solution as 
“What was in the unopened letter?” 
sent by Mr. Brown to Mr. Smith and 
returned by Mr. Smith to Mr. Brown 
unopened. 

It is recalled the message of the gov- 
ernor went to the general assembly on 
last Monday. In the senate it was re- 
ceived and “put in the cooler.’’ In the 
house it was referred to the genera! 
judiciary committee, after the effort to 
have it referrag to @ special committee 
met with defeat. 

At first it was thougnt it was com- 
mitted with instructions to investigate 
and report forthwith. The speaker, 
On Tuesday, ruled that it was com- 
mitted without instructions. 

What Mr. Brown Might Do.

Never Saw a Commissioner. 


Witness never saw any of the mem- 
bers of the prison commission at the 
camp, but Jake Moore was there on 
several occasions, remaining only a 
Short while each time and made no 
inspection or complaint. There was 
always a general cleaning at camp 
before inspection by Moore. 

When asked if he ever had a man 
whipped, witness stated he had not, 
but that when he could not get his 
men to work he would leave them in 
the stockade for Atkins, the log boss, 
to work, and this punishment usually 
had the desired effect. 

He described Atkins as cruel and said 
the men under him had to cut twenty 
logs a day, and that was too muca, 
and when the men failed to out twenty 
logs Atkins recommended to Captain 
Price that tNey be whipped. 

Dockins said the mere threat of turn- 
ing the men over to Atkins’ gang to 
work was usually all that was needed 
to get them to work tnevrr best. 

Senator Stapleton on Stand.

At the Monroe county road camp the 
men had to sleep in carts 9x!I6 feet. In 
One of the earts eighteen men slept. 
The carts were badly ventilated and 
white and black men had to min- 
gie. 

At the Chattahoochee Brick Com- 
pany’s camp the men were worked too 
hard ang the food was bad and the 
bedding and the dining room and sleep- 
ing quarters unsanitary. 

At the Fulton county road camp the 
beds and bed clothing were dirty; oth- 
erwise the camp was in fairly good 
condition. 

At the Palmer Brick Company's 
plant the men were well fed, the quar- 
ters clean and the men humanely 
treated. 

The DeKalb county road convicts 
were poorly fed and the clothing, etc. 
Was dIrty. 

Asked Captain Casey's Removal. 


The above facts were stated by Sen- 
Stapleton in a report that the 
subcommittee of which he was a mem- 
ber, made to the penitentiary com- 
mittee. Besides the above commit- 
tee recommended that Captain Casey, 
the warden of the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company, be discharged, and that 
the cases of Jolmes, at me Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company, and Childs, at 
the Palmer Brick Company, he looked 
into by the prison commission. 

When asked to state in a general way 
the conditions at the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company’s camp, Senator Staple- 
ton said that the general conditions of 
the camp were unsanitary, ang the 
hands were worked unmercifully; that 
they were kept at a dog trot all the 
and when he [nquired about It 
the warden told him that the men pre- 
ferred to do it, as they got more spring 
over the ground, but the men them- 
selves stated that they had to do it to 
keep up with the task that was set 
before them. 

On questioning one of the convicts 
as to whether or not they were re- 
quireq to keep on a run all the time 
or if they went of their own accord, 
the convict stated, ‘“‘Boss, we have got 
to run or we are whipped, and whip- 
ped good.” He stated further that the 
convicts were loath to talk. 

In regard to the food, the witness 
stated that he was there at dinner time 
and the men got a piece of meat.and a 
piece of bread about the size of a man’s 
hand and nothing more. That white 
and black ate in the same room. In 
regard to the tables, he sald they were 
dirty and that the cloth looked like it 
had never been washed. That the gen- 
eral samitary conditions were so bad 
he would not let a first-class dog eat in 
that room. He did not remember see- 
ing a knife or fork on the table. 

He stated further that the work at 
the brick machine was, in his opinion, 
too hard for any human being to stand 
over thirty minutes, and the work of 
pitching brick too much for any one 
to stand. He saw the engineers and 
firemen in the boiler room, just glanced 
in, and stated that {t was too hot for 
him to go tin there. He thought half 
an hour was as long as any one should 
work in that place. 

In conclusion, he stated that his gen- 
eral impression of the entire camp was 
that the men were inhumanely treated; 
that the warden, Captain Casey, be 
discharged, on the grounds of cruel 
and inhumane treatment. 

The Missing Report Found. 


During Senator Stapleton’s testimony 
he produced a carbon copy of the report 
which had been written by Chairman 
Edwards, of the legislative commit- 
tee, of which he was a member, and 
which had been signed by every mem- 
ber of the committee. 

The report of the gubcommittee which 
had investigated conditions at the Chat. 
tahoochee Brick Company camp had 
never been handed in. Senator Brock 
was entrusted with the report, and an- 
nounced at the last session of the legis- 
lature that it had been misplaced, but 
that he would endeavor to find tt. The

Sympathy Shown Toward Fellow- 
Convicts. 


A negro man, an ex-convict, sentenced 


the sole ray of Might on the dismal 
picture painted by successive witneeses. 
He was Joseph P. Long, of 46 East 
Harris street. Atlanta. In telling of his 
experiences andtreatment at the Dur- 
ham Coal and Coke Company mines he 
related incidents of convicts who were 
strong and sturdy, surreptitiously help- 
ing others who were weakened by whip- 
pings and crue] treatment. 

In the depths of the coal mine, where 
the darkened chambers and black cor- 
ridors were lit only by 
torches, this convict who felt himself 
unjustly treated, nevertheless showed a 
spark of divine sympathy when he saw 
one more in need of help than himself. 

The men were given certain tasks 
every day. These were often beg@sd 
their powers of endurance. Cold dinner 
Was sent to them in the middle of the 
Gay. If they could complete their re- 
quired task in the time allotted they 
took time to eat. Otherwise they grab- 
bed their cold dinner in their hands 
and rushed back to work. No regular 
hours of work were aseligned the men. 
They left camp at barely sunup, and 
worked untH dark. If they completed 
their assigned task in that time it was 
all right; if not, they knew it meant a 
whipping in the morning. Sometimes 
the fien worked at night. 

Rales Not Observed. 


Chairman Felder read the rules to 
the witness. In which the state pre- 
scribes that convict lessees ehall work 
convicts from seunrise to sunset, with 
an hour's rest in the middle of the day 
during the months of November, De- 
cember, January and February. In the 
spring months of March, April, and In 
the fall, during the months of Septem- 
ber and October, they myst be given one 
hour and a half for dinner at noon. In 
the armmer months of May, June, July 
and August the rules call for a rest of 
two hours. Witness said these rules 
were not observed. 

When the men failed to finish their 
required task, others secretly helped 
them. Witness had extended such aid 
when a man had been whipped so se- 
verely he was too weak to work. He 
said often men came near suffocating 
in the mines, because an inexperienced 
hand set off too large a charge of 
powder and filled the mine with smoke. 

He reported the whipping of WII 
Stinger, who was punished so severely 
he could not walk for several days. 
This was in 1903. Fre recalled that 
sometimes twenty or thirty men were 
whipped in one day for not completing 
thelr required taskae. 

Men Strung Up; White Man Dies. 


Asked if he knew of other instances 
of cruel treatment, witness recited the 
case of three men who had been strung 
up by means of a chain and ring hung 
from the ceiling. Sometimes, the wit- 
ness reported, the men “gave in” under 
this treatment and were so bad off 
afterwards they were unable to work.

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JUDGE SAFFOLD STATES

“‘Seoond, That all persons who par- | 


ticipated In the recent state democratic 


primary and who fail to support all the | 


democratic nominees, state and na- 
tional, which resulted from said p*'!- 
mary, will net be permitted to Vote or 
otherwise participate in the democratic 
primary elections to be held for the 
romination of officers for the period of 
the next two years.’ 

“This resolution, as it appeared to me, 
was a direct thrust at the citizens of 
Georgia who had formerly belonged to 
the populist party. and who had been 
invited to come into a white democratic 
primary regardless of past party affilla- 
tions, and who had bound themselves 
only to support the nominees of that 
primary or primaries in which they par- 
ticipated. I resented the resolution be- 
cause it was an effort to draw a4 line 
now that was unfair and unjust, and 
not in accord with the platform of the 
party.

Women and cnildrem 
have declared vendettas with neighbors 
Over dog rows. Members of the same

So, when the dog-catcher comes 
aiong with his gruesome wagon, all 
Siatted up, and a lot of poor, forlorn 
dogs are seen peeking out as they 
are driven on their way to the 
drowning vat, people do not feel kind- 
ly to the man on the wagon.
